I. This Order comes into force on June 5, 1944, and fixes the maximum price at 
which kosher beef may be sold at wholesale and at retail in any zone in Canada. 
Order No. 378 is hereby revoked. 


2. (1) All wholesale and retail prices fixed by this Order are maximum prices 
and must not be exceeded,

Orders Nos. 184 and 284 ha've greatly assisted the Board in its tasks of main-- 
taining the price ceiling and providing for the distribution of civilian goods. 
When. the. original order was enacted there was no procedure in existence for the 

establishment of a price ceiling for new businesses and the technique for the 
equitable distribution of goods in short supply had not been developed. There 
._ 1s now a procedure for controlling the prices charged by new businesses and the ts 
-_ Board’s policy of’ equitable distribution (announced in a Statement of Policy 
- dated 6th October, 1942) is operating effectively. 


When the original order was passed there was need of a general curtailment Nir: 
of civilian activity to permit a rapid expansion of war production. It was felt m 
that existing manufacturing and distributing facilities should be adequate, except 
in a few special cases, to handle the available supplies of civilian goods, and that 
Ne new productive activities should be devoted to meet rapidly increasing war 
at demands. To-day war requirements remain heavy and must continue to have a 
first call on Canadian production, but the rate of expansion of war preduction is. 
“not as great as it was during the period that Orders 184 and 284 have been in 
existence. Shortages continue to exist in many lines of civilian goods and these 
shortages are unlikely to disappear for some time. However there may be some © 
types of civilian production that can be undertaken without interference with a 
full war effort, and for other types preparations and plans must be made many ak 
ns months in advance of actual production, The Board believes that decisions con- 
cerning the nature and timing of new business enterprises can be taken better by © ee 
7 _those who desire to undertake these enterprises, than by a government agency. | 
| For these reasons, the administration of Order 284 will. be adapted, in the light — 
‘3 of conditions now applicable. Certain changes are made in the Order to eliminate 
provisions that are no longer necessary. A permit under Order 284 is no longer — 
required for a change of ownership of an existing business; in general, such .per- — 
mits have been freely granted and it is unnecessary to continue this permit |

the seller and buyer must comply with Order 202 (as amended by Orde: 356) Rie ay 
respecting licences. A permit is not now required for the acquisition of additional 
floor space by an existing business, or for the movement of an existing business — 
to other premises, but, in cases of changes of address, notice must be given to 
Ke the Director of Ticeneing as required by Order 202 (ee amended by Order 356).

Whereas the requirements of war make it desirable and necessary to provide for 
control over the manufacture and distribution of wooden containers. 
Therefore, under powers given to the Board by Order in Council P.C. 8528 dated 
November 1, 1941, the Board hereby orders as follows: 


1. For purposes of this Order 


(a) “Administrator? means the Administrator of Wood Products and Metal’ 
Containers, appointed from time to time by the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board; 

(b) “Wooden container” means any box, shook, barrel, drum, kit, keg, crate, basket 
or pail made wholly or in part of wood and intended to be used for the 
packaging or shipment of goods. 


2. (1) Every manufacturer of wooden containers shall within ten days from the 
effective date of this order, file with the Administrator the following information: 


(a) the number of the licence issued to him pursuant to Order No. 202 or any 
preceding or other Order of the Board respecting licences; 

(b) the complete address of his chief place of business and the addresses of all 
other places of business operated by him, and the names under which they 
are operated. , 


(2) Every person, who, not being at the effective date of this order a manufacturer, 
thereafter commences to manufacture wooden containers shall within ten days after 
so commencing file with the Administrator the information set forth in subsection (1) 
of this Section. 


(3) Every manufacturer shall within ten days after any change in his business 
address or in the name or character of his business notify the Administrator in 
writing, giving full particulars of such change. 


3. (1) The licence issued under authority of Order No. 202 or any other Order 
of the Board respecting licences to a person who manufactures and sells wooden con- 
tainers shall be subject to the following as conditions of the licence with respect to 
manufacture and sale of the said goods: 


(a) the operations of such person in the manufacture or production of wooden 
containers shall. be such as are at the time required or permitted under the 
terms of this Order; 

(b) the manufacture and delivery of wooden containers from time to time shall 
be as herein required or permitted; and 

(c) reports with respect to the production of and orders for wooden containers 
shall be made to the Administrator in such form Ene at such times or intervals 
as he may from time to time direct. 


(2) A person to whom subsection (1) of this Section 3 is applicable shall deta 
with the conditions of licence set forth in the said subsection and with every instruc- 
tion and direction applicable to him issued by the Administrator in respect of any of 
the said conditions of licence.

(a) wooden containers ordered by or on behalf of the Department of Munitions 
and Supply, any of the Departments of National Defence, the Department of 
Pensions and National Health, the Canadian Red Cross Society (for prisoner- 
of-war parcels and medical supply only); and 
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(6) wooden containers for the packaging of any of the following foods, namely: - 
Meat, Fowl or Fish—Fresh, Frozen or Processed; 
Vegetables or Fruits—Fresh, Frozen or Processed; 
Eggs—Fresh, Frozen or Processed; / 
Milk—Processed; 
Butter; 
Cheese; and 


(c) wooden containers for the packaging or shipment of such goods as shall be 
designated by the Administrator as being entitled to priority

(2) No order for wooden containers shall be deemed to be entitled to the priority

Issuing of Certificates of Essentiality 


6. (1) Certificates of essentiality for use under this Order in obtaining supplies — 
of new furnaces may be issued by the Administrator under such rules and regulations - 
as he may make covering applications for the same and as to proof of eligibility and 
otherwise for controlling the issue of certificates of essentiality. 


(2) Application for issue of a certificate of essentiality must be made to the 
nearest office of the Board by the person owning the building in which the new furnace 
is to be installed. 


Control by Administrator 


7. The administration of the system of controlled sales of new furnaces is vested 
in the said Administrator and in particular he may

(a) regulate the issue of certificates of essentiality and the kinds and forms 
thereof ; 
(b) require any person to furnish such information in such form and at such time 
or times as the Administrator may direct; 
(c) require any person having possession or control of any new furnace to dispose 
of it in such manner and at such price as the Administrator deems expedient; 
(d) make arrangements for provision of such supplies of new furnaces at such time 
and during such periods and at or for such areas and places and for such 
persons as the said Administrator may deem necessary or proper.

Acceptance of Orders 


8. No order for a new furnace shall be accepted by a supplier or manufactufer 
except from another supplier or from the holder of a certificate of essentiality. 


Reports of Supplies on Hand 


9. On or before July 10, 1944, each manufacturer of furnaces and each supplier 
must furnish to the Administrator a signed statement showing ‘stocks of new furnaces 
on hand as of June 30, 1944, and such other information as the Administrator may 
direct. 


10. On or before August 20, 1944, and on or before the 20th day of each month 
-thereafter, every person who manufactures furnaces and each supplier shall file with 
the said Administrator a signed statement in the form prescribed by the said 
Administrator, showing stocks of new furnaces on hand at the end of the preceding 
month and such other information as the Administrator may direct, and shall also file 
with such statement certificates of essentiality covering sales of new furnaces made 
during such preceding month. 

Exemptions 


11. The said Administrator may, in special or exceptional cases or circumstances, 
grant such exemption from any provision of this Order to any person or persons and 
with respect to such areas or places as he may deem necessary and proper, and in 
particular he may, by special direction or permits, authorize any person or supplier 
to obtain, buy, supply or sell new furnaces in such quantities and at such times as 
he may specify.
